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Father  Gross  Retires  As  College  Head; 
Father  Charles  Banet  Named  Successor 


Ex-Librarian 
Takes  Office 
On  June  7 

Father  Charles  H.  Banet, 
C.PP.S.,  has  been  named  to  suc¬ 
ceed  Father  Raphael  H.  Gross, 
C.PP.S.,  as  president  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College.  Father  Banet’s  ap¬ 
pointment  became  effective  June 
seventh. 

The  election  of  Father  Banet 
was  announced  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
by  Father  John  E.  Byrne,  C.PP.S., 
President  of  Saint  Joseph’s  Board 
of  Control  and  Father  Provincial 
of  the  Cincinnati  Province  of  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood. 

Father  Banet,  42,  is  a  native  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  He  was  educated 
at  Sciint  Charles  Seminary,  Car- 
thagena,  Ohio,  from  1943-49  and 
was  ordained  in  1949.  He  received 
his  Bachelor’s  Degree  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  in  1950  and  a  Master's  De¬ 
gree  in  Library  Science,  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1951. 

He  first  came  to  Saint  Joseph’s 
in  1949  and  was  appointed  Assist¬ 
ant  Librarian  in  1950.  He  became 
Head  Librarian  in  1952  and  was 
named  Executive  Assistant  to  the 
President  last  September. 

Under  Father  Banet’s  direction 
the  St.  Joseph’s  library  received 
national  recognition  among  large 
college  and  university  libraries.  It 
ranks  among  the  top  two  or  three 
Catholic  college  libraries. 

In  recent  years  the  library  was 
growing  at  the  rate  of  10,000  vol¬ 
umes  per  year,  while  adding  1,400 
periodicals  annually. 

With  an  annual  budget  of 
$125,000  Fr.  Banet  nurtured  the 
library  to  its  deserved  position  as 
the  focal  point  of  an  academic  in¬ 
stitution. 

Father  Banet,  along  with  being 
President  of  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  is  Second  Consultant  to  Fa- 
’  ther  John  Byrne,  C.PP.S.,  Pro¬ 
vincial  of  the  Cincinnati  Province 
of  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood.  Father  Banet  was  elected 
to  the  post  by  his  fellow  priests 
in  April  of  1965.

Th  ree  Testimonial  Dinners 
Honor  Retiring  President 


Father  Raphael  H.  Gross, 
C.PP.S.,  President  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  since  1951,  retired 
early  in  June  amid  a  flurry  of 
testimonial  banquets  from  the  fa¬ 
culty,  the  Fellows  and  the  lay 
board  of  the  College. 

Stepping  down  from  the  post 
which  he  assumed  on  July  1,  1951, 
Father  Gross  said,  "The  simple 
fact  that  I’ve  been  on  the  job  for 
fourteen  years  is  the  only  reason 
for  the  change.”  The  pressures  of 
the  office  of  college  president  and 
the  demanding  effort  it  requires 
has  produced,  as  Father  Gross 
noted,  “An  average  tenure  in  the 
United  States  for  a  college  presi- 
\  dent  that  is  only  eight  years  long.” 

The  round  of  testimonials  to  the 
retiring  president  began  June  2 
when  faculty  members  assembled

Since  that  initial  presentation 
the  Fellows  Program  has  been  one 
of  the  retiring  president’s  most 
significant  and  time-consuming 
projects.  Now  that  he  has  left  his 
duties  as  head  of  the  college,  he 
will  continue  to  direct  the  Fellows 
Program  and  devote  even  more 
time  to  the  work  of  enlisting  fi¬ 
nancial  and  personal  contributions 
to  Saint  Joseph’s.

On 
June  12  the  lay  board  and  14  new 
members  of  the  Fellows  Program 
held  a  testimonial  dinner  at  Hal- 
leck  Center.  A  third  testimonial, 
coupled  with  the  ^mnouncement  of 
22  new  Fellows,  was  held  June  13 
at  McCormick  Place  in  Chicago. 

Highlighting  the  June  2  dinner 
was  a  testimonial  speech  by  Fa¬ 
ther  John  E.  Byrne,  C.PP.S.,  Fa¬ 
ther  Provincial  of  the  Cincinnati 
Province  of  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood  and  President  of 
the  Board  of  Control  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s. 

Two  members  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
President’s  Council  also  offered 
testimonials  to  Father  Gross.  First 
was  Father  Rufus  Esser,  C.PP.S., 
Secretary  of  the  College  and  pro¬ 
fessor  of  English.

Father  Byrne  praised  Father 
Gross  both  as  an  administrator 
and  educator.  “In  his  driving  im¬ 
patience  for  excellence  for  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  Father  Gross  was 
never  distracted  by  the  prevailing 
stress  on  science  and  technology,” 
he  said.  “Well  aware  of  their  im¬ 
portance  to  both  the  individual  and 
the  nation,  he  was  unyielding  in 
his  conviction  that  the  student 
who  does  not  educate  himself  to 
some  degree  in  the  method  and 
meaning  and  wonders  of  the  physi¬ 
cal  and  behavioral  sciences  is  not 
worthy  of  collegiate  recognition. 
With  a  passion  he  insisted  that 
science  alone  is  not  enough.  Sci¬ 
ence  without  the  liberal  arts  can 
only  lead  to  onesidedness.” 

At  the  June  12  dinner,  held  at 
the  Rensselaer  campus.  Father 
Gross  was  honored  by  the  Lay 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Fellows 
of  the  college  at  a  testimonial  din¬ 
ner  Saturday  afternoon  in  Halleck 
Center.

C.PP.S.,  in  a  June,  1965  open  let¬ 
ter  to  the  class  of  1965,  wrote  .  .  . 

“The  endowment  fund  class  gift 
given  by  the  class  of  1963  certain¬ 
ly  attests  to  your  mature  foresight 
and  interest  in  your  alma  mater. 
This  gift  is  without  doubt  unique 
among  college  and  universities.  My 
sincere  congratulations  to  you  sen¬ 
iors  on  your  graduation  and  for 
your  involvement  in  the  future  of 
St.  Joseph  College.  Through  such 
involvement  you  set  an  example 
lor  all  of  us.” 

What  prompted  Fr.  Gross  to 
write  these  laudatory  remarks? 

A  senior  class  gift  that  incor¬ 


porates  insurance  with  savings  is 
the  answer.  This  insurance  plan 
gave  each  senior  the  opportunity 
to  take  a  $600  insurance  policy  on 
himself  naming  anyone  of  his 
choosing  as  beneficiary. 

During  the  silver  anniversary 
year  of  the  class  of  1965  the  cash 
surrender  value  of  each  policy, 
some  $500,  will  revert  irrevocably 
to  the  college. 

This  combination  of  term  in¬ 
surance  for  the  insured  and  en¬ 
dowment  for  the  college  carries 
a  $15  per  year  premium  on  a  non¬ 
medical  basis.  More  than  80  per¬ 
cent  of  the  1965  class,  led  by  their 
president,  John  O’Reilly,  are  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  plan.

Righeimer,  line  coach  at  Chicago 
Weber  High  School  for  the  past 
six  years,  was  a  Little  All-Ameri¬ 
can  center  at  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
1952.  That  same  year,  he  was  se¬ 
lected  to  the  Midlands  Conference 
and  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference 
all-star  teams. 

He  has  returned  to  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  on  several  occasions  in  re¬ 
cent  years  to  serve  as  head  coach 
of  the  alumni  team  which  annually 
plays  the  varsity  at  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  spring  practice.  Last  May 
15  his  alumni  gridders  dropped  a 
13-2  decision  to  Jim  Arneberg’s 
varsity. 

Following  his  graduation,  Rig¬ 
heimer  served  as  line  coach  at 
Saint  Joseph’s. 

The  announcement  of  Righei¬ 
mer  as  head  coach  at  Mendel  was 


made  by  the  Very  Rev.  Daniel 
J.  Hartigan,  O.S.A.,  Mendel  prin¬ 
cipal.  Righeimer  replaces  Joe  Ma¬ 
gee,  who  resigned  recently  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  coaching  position  in  Okla¬ 
homa. 

Righeimer  became  head  football 
coach  at  St.  Procopius  College, 
Lisle,  Illinois,  in  1958,  but  resigned 
after  one  year  to  accept  the  posi¬ 
tion  at  Weber. 

While  at  Weber,  Righeimer  has 
been  active  in  the  Catholic  League 
Coaches’  Association.  Besides  serv¬ 
ing  as  an  officer,  he  has  been 
chairman  of  the  association’s  an¬ 
nual  all-star  night  for  the  past 
five  years  and  their  hall  of  fame 
dinner. 

In  1962,  Righeimer  was  selected 
by  the  association  as  man-of-the- 
year. 

He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Coaches’  Association 
and  the  National  Football  Coaches’ 
Association.

A  second  honorary  Doctor  of 
Law  Degree  was  presented  Clar¬ 
ence  U.  Gramelspacher,  the  Man¬ 
ager,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
Jaspar  Wood  Products,  Inc.,  and 
President  of  Gramwood  of  Caro¬ 
lina,  in  North  Carolina.  During  the 
past  ten  years  he  has  served  on 
the  Board  of  Lay  Trustees  of  Saint 
Joseph’s. 

The  commencement  exercises 
were  held  in  the  Halleck  Center 
following  a  morning  baccalaureate 
mass  celebrated  for  graduates  and 
their  parents  by  Father  John  E. 
Byrne,  C.PP.S.,  President  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  Board  of  Control  and  Fa¬ 
ther  Provincial  of  the  Cincinnati 
Province  of  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood. 

Presiding  over  the  commence¬ 
ment  was  Monsignor  John  Schall, 
Vicar  General  of  the  Diocese  of 
Lafayette.  The  introductory  ad¬ 
dress  was  given  by  Father  Raphael 
H.  Gross,  C.PP.S.,  President  of 
Saint  Joseph’s.  It  was  Father 
Gross’  last  official  function  as 
President,  a  post  he  had  held  since 
July  1,  1951. 

The  degree  candidates  were  pre¬ 
sented  by  Father  Donald  L.  Ball- 
mann,  C.PP.S.,  Academic  Dean  of 
the  College.  Richard  E.  White,  a 
mathematics-physics  major  from 
Chicago,  gave  the  valedictory  ad¬ 
dress. 

In  addition  to  stressing  the  grad¬ 
uates’  importance  as  alumni  of  the 
College,  O’Malley  told  the  seniors, 
“You  have  a  commitment  to  suc¬ 
cess.  Be  active  and  participate  in 
life’s  processes.  You  must  really 
commit  yourself  to  action  to  justi¬ 
fy  your  existence,  and  this  action 
should  be  action  which  betters 
your  life  and  that  of  your  fellow 
man.”

THE  CHICAGO  BEARS  were  at  their  training  base  —  St. 
Joseph’s  [Ind.]  College  —  one  summer  and  a  pair  of  ele¬ 
phantine  rookies  were  trotting  to  practice  field.  Rounding 
a  turn,  they  nearly  threw  blocks  into  an  elderly  nun  and 
the  Rev.  Raphael  Gross,  president  of  the  college.  The 
nun  gasped:  “Who  were  those  man  monsters?” 

Father  Gross  crossed  his  fingers  and  whitely  fibbed: 
“A  couple  of  players  from  our  freshman  team.” 

The  nun,  it  is  reported,  is  still  aghast.  Father  Gross, 
of  course,  will  be  forgiven  the  prank  because,  in  those 
years  when  St.  Joseph’s  was  an  aspiring  small  college 
football  power,  he  was  wishful  thinking.  He  believed  in 
football;  in  all  intercollegiate  sports.  Nobody  cheered 
louder  than  Father  Gross  when  St.  Joseph’s  eleven  made 
a  national  television  appearance  against  Montana  State, 
in  the  Aluminum  bowl  in  Hot  Springs,  Ark. 

But  sports  are  an  avocation  with  Father  Gross. 

Basically  he  is  an  educator,  as  proud  of  St.  Joseph’s 
magnificent  library  as  of  his  beloved  Cincinnati  Reds  win¬ 
ning  the  National  League  pennant  in  1961.  He  has  been  a 
developer,  too,  and  in  his  tenure  as  president  has  watched 
the  St.  Joseph’s  campus  sprawl  across  the  Indiana  prairie. 
He  has  squeezed  funds  for  scholarships,  for  increases  in 
faculty  salaries,  and  for  buildings.  A  prize  coup  was  per¬ 
suading  George  Halas,  Mr.  Everything  of  the  Bears,  to 
donate  an  air-conditioned  dormitory  —  Halas  Hall. 

Today,  Father  Gross  feels  guilty  about  that  endow¬ 
ment:  the  Bears  could  have  bought  Dick  Butkus  twice 
for  the  price  of  the  Halas  Hilton.

Donor  Halas  could  not  be  happier,  however,  and  after 
the  recent  announcement  of  Father  Gross’  retirement, 
ventured:  “That  man  has  been  a  great  builder.  We’ve 
seen  the  progress  of  the  college,  from  year  to  year,  and 
are  proud  to  have  been  a  part  of  Father  Gross’  program. 
We  hope  his  retirement  is  successful,  too.”

HUNDREDS  OF  FRIENDS  —  from  football  folk  such  as 
Halas,  to  the  many  college  presidents  who  have  found 
inspiration  in  their  contemporary’s  energy  —  wish  Fa¬ 
ther  Gross  success  in  retirement;  no  sickness  when  troll¬ 
ing  off  Florida  shores,  no  snags  when  spin-fishing  the  St. 
Joseph’s  quarry,  and  a  world  series  matching  Cincinnati 
and  the  Washington  Senators,  who  are  managed  by  one 
of  St.  Joseph’s  most  illustrious  former  students,  Gil 
Hodges. 

Many  of  these  friends  will  be  in  McCormick  Place  on 
Sunday,  June  13,  when  they  will  spread  the  table  and  turn 
on  the  oratory  to  honor  Father  Gross.  Chicago  was  chosen 
because  this  is  the  bed  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  alumni  associa¬ 
tion.  [Tickets,  at  $7.50  each,  may  be  obtained  from  Hugh 
McAvoy,  superior  7-3017.] 

That  evening  the  guests  will  hear  good  news  from  the 
man  who  has  served  his  college  as  president  since  1951: 
he  isn’t  going  to  pasture.  He  will  remain  to  assist  in  the 
development  program,  for  which  he  has  raised  more  than 
$1,500,000.  Watch  it  fellows  —  here  comes  the  collection 
plate.

SINCE  SPORT  FANS,  as  well  as  college  alumni,  are  in¬ 
terested  in  statistics,  here  are  facts  and  figures:  Ordained 
in  1938,  Father  Gross  received  advanced  education  de-

grees  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  Toronto.  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  had  475  students  in  1951;  now  numbers  more  than 
1,100.  Total  assets  have  increased  from  $2,600,000  to 
$9,900,000.  The  payroll  is  more  than  five  times  the  1951 
figure.  Father  Gross  was  instrumental  in  founding  the 
college’s  Calumet  campus,  in  Hammond,  and  now  St. 
Joseph’s  claims  to  be  the  only  Indiana  institution  with  a 
four-year  branch. 

But  figures  don’t  show  the  mind  and  heart  of  a  man. 
Shortly  after  he  became  president.  Father  Gross  was 
faced  with  a  strong  controversy:  should  St.  Joseph’s  admit 
married  students?  He  solved  it  with  a  terse  opinion  that 
marriage  was  sanctified,  and  that  married  students  should 
be  encouraged  to  enroll. 

Recently,  St.  Joseph’s  college  hasn’t  been  playing 
such  powerhouse  football.  Father  Gross  has  listened  with 
open  ear  to  arguments  that  it  should  be  abolished  —  and 
to  those  who  want  a  guarantee  it  will  continue.  We  asked 
his  sentiments  one  afternoon,  when  former  President 
Eisenhower  was  on  campus  and  talking  of  the  merits  of 
contact  sport. 

Father  Gross  answered:  “The  costs  of  football  are 
investments  in  student  morale.  However,  as  college  ex¬ 
penses  soar,  football  could  become  an  unjustified  luxury. 
So,  each  year,  an  institution  is  obliged  to  review  its  foot¬ 
ball  program  and  investment.  Perhaps  a  complete  play- 
for-fun  conference  is  the  ultimate  answer  for  all  small 
schools.” 

Educators  such  as  Father  Gross  insure  the  future  of 
both  college  athletic  programs  and  academic  advances. 
We  salute  all  such  men  in  saluting  the  retiring  president 
of  St.  Joseph’s.
